WHEN TWO hobbyists get together and 
one is a writer, the result is likely to 
be an article for PROFITABLE HOBBIES 
like Adeline Pope McConnell’s story 
about a fellow resident of Denver, 
Mrs. Kent Hutton.

At times, we 
got up at 5 A.M. and made the grey, 
misty trip across the Jersey meadows 
and under the Hudson River (via 
Lincoln Tunnel) to the ice skating 
rink atop New York’s Madison Square 
Garden. We laced up our skates en 
route and clomped across. still 
deserted 50th Street to cut our figures 
on fresh ice, along with a few other 
rugged enthusiasts. High spots of the 
season were the glittering carnivals 
downstairs in the Garden (grandiose 
spectacles for those pre-Sonja Henie 
days), when we could glide around 
the rink with a ‘look at us’ wave to 
our friends in the gallery. 


‘In those days, Manhattan was a 
magnet. At Barnard College, the 
woman’s undergraduate division of 
Columbia University, I majored in 
English, and haven’t been able to 
leave it alone since. 


‘“‘Three years as a reporter on the 
Newark (New Jersey) News was an 
unbeatable education in the practical 
side of the trade. Six months in 
Europe provided enough material 
for a fling at free lancing and the 
beginning of the most satisfying (and 
profitable) pursuit to date.

Enclosed is a small picture of the 
lamp that I am making in my wood- 
working shop, and was I surprised to 
see in your February, 1956, issue the 
drawings of a lamp nearly the same as 
mine made by Earl Shelton of Turley, 
Oklahoma. That goes to show how 
woodworkers’ ideas run in the same 
channel. 


I notice that Mr. Shelton’s lamps are 
all made in one piece, that is, the wings 
are solid to the base. I make mine in 
two separate units. I extend the two- 
inch nipple through into the top square 
solid, with glue also. That way the 
lamp can be shipped in a small and flat 
parcel. I make bases on the wood lathe. 
Some are square, and some are made 
from native cedar posts cut crossway of 
the post. I also make small sleeping 
Mexicans and glue one of them on the 
bases of some of the lamps and make 
some round painted with a marble 
finish. I also spray every lamp with 
white lacquer which gives a very 
smooth and glossy finish. 


Now, about your magazine. I think 
it is the finest magazine I ever have 
subscribed for, especially for people 
who have a hobby, and if you don’t 


have a hobby, you will be very apt to 
get one after taking PROFITABLE HOB- 
BIES.

For Better Pups 

The Complete Dog-Breeding Calendar 

by A. C. Bob Reuter and Curt Reuter 

128 pages; Greenwich Book Publishers, 
New York City; $3. 


EVERY YEAR thousands of dog owners 
are faced for the first time with the 
problems arising out of the breeding 
of their dogs and the rearing of the 
resulting pups. These problems can- 
not be solved simply by letting nature 
take its course. They call for definite 
preparation and action on the part 
of the dog owners. In this book a 
father and son who once operated 
the famous Osterburg Kennels in 
Germany tell you exactly what you 
must do to insure the health and 
welfare of mother and pups. 

The Reuters begin with specific 
advice on selecting the brood pair, 
that is the dam and the sire. If you 
want stud service they tell you how 
to arrange it. Next they tell you when 
and how the dam should be bred to 
the sire. Once the breeding has been 
accomplished it is the obligation of 
the dog owner to see that the dam is 
cared for in such a way that she will 
produce the best possible litter. So 
the Reuters tell you exactly how to 
feed and care for the dam from the 
day she is bred until the day the 
pups are born. Next they provide you 
with the necessary information on 
your role in assisting the dam in the 
whelping. Then follows a day-by-day 
schedule for the first 365 days of the 
lives of the new puppies. You are told 
exactly what you should feed mother 
and pups each day and what time 
the feedings should be given. Other 
necessary care is detailed and in- 
structions on training of the pups is 
presented in such a way that you 
will know just when to start what 
type of training. 

The remainder of the book includes 
advice on choosing a pup, informa- 
tion on how to ship a pup to a new 
owner, how to raise and care for 
orphaned pups, general care and 
feeding of both pups and adult dogs, 
worming, distemper and how to pre- 
vent and deal with it. Finally, the 
authors correct a list of common 
fallacies about dogs. It simply isn’t 
true, for instance, that milk causes 
a dog to have worms, that meat 
makes a dog vicious or that a 
maimed dog may pass on its defects 
to its pups. 

The calendar section of this book 
insofar as it mentions amounts to be 
fed, etc., has been calculated for 
dogs weighing between fifty and 
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seventy pounds but is applicable to 
all breeds if the directions it con- 
tains are revised in proportion to the 
difference between dogs of that size 
and smaller dogs. However, no for- 
mula is given for making the revision. 


Stamp Guide 

The Stamp Collector’s Encyclopedia 
compiled by R. J. Sutton 

350 pages; Philosophical Library, 
New York City; $6. 


THIS Is the fourth edition of a book 
containing more than 3,000 entries 
designed to provide as complete 
a reference source as possible for 
stamp collectors, whether beginners 
or experts. The fact that four edi- 
tions of the book have been issued 
within the space of four years gives 
some indication of the enthusiastic 
reception of the book by collectors. 

Entries include such things as 
phraseology in use among stamp col- 
lectors, meaning of overprints, a 
complete glossary of stamp terms, 
brief descriptions of all stamp issuing 
countries with special emphasis on 
the history of their stamps, sources 
of issues, etc., names and descrip- 
tions of hundreds of stamps and 
translations of many hundreds of 
foreign phrases and words that ap- 
pear as inscriptions on stamps. The 
entries have been arranged alpha- 
betically. 

In addition to the alphabetical 
entries a great deal more informa- 
tion is conveyed in several appen- 
dixes. There you will find a perfora- 
tion gauge, a glossary of foreign 
words and their translations most 
commonly used in stamp catalogues 
and the literature of non-English 
speaking countries, several pages of 
illustrations of foreign stamps which 
are difficult to identify because they 
do not carry the names of the coun- 
tries of their origin in Western Euro- 
pean lettering, and a stamp currency 
guide. This guide lists each stamp 
issuing authority, tells what its basic 
currency unit is, and then gives the 
approximate value of that unit in 
terms of British sterling and United 
States currency. 

The compiler of this encyclopedia, 
R. J. Sutton, tells us that in its prepa- 
ration he consulted every available 
stamp catalogue plus many stamp 
journals and books on the subject. 
This volume then becomes a kind of 
distillation of all the vast amount of 
information on stamps which has 


been published. It would take an in- 
dividual years to collect all that in- 
formation for himself. But here it is, 
in a single book. 


Weavers’ Lexicon 

A Short Dictionary of Weaving 

by M. E. Pritchard 

196 pages; illustrated; The Philosophical Library, 
New York City; $6. 


BEGINNERS IN a craft who are seeking 
to learn it by reading books and 
other forms of printed instructions 
frequently experience difficulty in 
understanding the various terms 
which the authors use. Sometimes 
the same thing is true even when 
you are receiving personal instruc- 
tion in a class. You don’t like to 
interrupt frequently to ask the in- 
structor to explain his terms. As far 
as weaving is concerned, one answer 
to this problem is ‘‘A Short Diction- 
ary of Weaving,’’ which defines 622 
names and terms relating: to hand- 
weaving, hand-spinning, dyeing and 
the finished product, textiles. 

The author of this dictionary, M. E. 
Pritchard, has deliberately avoided 
the use of technical words to describe 
other- technical terms and wisely he 
has assumed no previous acquain- 
tance with any of them on the part 
of the reader. 

In addition to the alphabetical list- 
ing of terms, Mr. Pritchard has in- 
cluded three appendixes which offer 
material not only of interest to the 
beginner but also to the experienced 
weaver. Appendix I includes a pic- 
ture of a specimen loom with its 
principal parts indicated. The various 
types of looms are described and 
illustrated and there is also a picture 
of a specimen spinning wheel with 
its principal parts indicated. Appen- 
dix II includes quick reference in- 
formation on such matters as calcu- 
lating the amount of yarn or thread 
required to weave a specific piece of 
cloth, dyeing (in handy chart form), 
fiber tests, knots used in weaving, 
reeding and a warping guide. Ap- 
pendix III deals with the pattern in 
weaving and lists terms used, offers 
information on pattern drafting, de- 
fines the basic weaves and drafts 
them, presents threading and weav- 
ing drafts for seven simple patterns 
and names some of the traditional 
patterns. 

Anyone interested in assembling a 
useful reference library or shelf of 
books in the craft field would almost 
certainly want to include this volume. 





Useful Plastic Process 


The Glasser’s Manual 

by Art Whitehead and Berk Ericksen 
37 pages; illustrated; Taylor and Art, Inc., 
Oakland, California; softbound, $1. 


A COMBINATION of glass fiber and resin 
produces what are known as plastic 
laminates, a versatile new material 
which enables the craftsman to do 
all sorts of wonderful things. Plastic 
laminates, the authors of ‘‘The Glas- 
ser’s Manual’”’ tell us, are lighter 
than metals yet stronger. They weigh 
one-fifth as much as steel and one- 
third less than aluminum. They are 
strong, easy to mold, form and finish. 
No expensive tools are needed. Best 
of all they are much more economi- 
cal than other materials. 


Plastic laminates are simply rein- 
forced plastics. In this book the 
writers limit themselves to a con- 
sideration of two plastics—polyester 
and epoxy resins and one reinforcing 
material—Fiberglas. They also limit 
themselves to an explanation of one 
method of working with those mater- 
ials—the wet lay-up method of plas- 
tic laminating. Plastic laminating 
means working with sheets of plastic, 
layer by layer. Wet lay-up means 
working with the sheets while still 
wet or uncured. The authors list and 
explain each step in this method, then 
tell you how to use the method to 
achieve specific purposes. For in- 
stance, they explain the repairing of 
motor car body sheet metal with 
Fiberglas and resin. The same basic 
process can be used to restyle com- 
pletely a motor car body and if that 
isn’t an ambitious enough project 
for you, the authors tell you how 
you can build your own automobile 
body by ‘‘pouring yourself a car 
body’’ with glass fiber and resin. 


The glassing process lends itself 
well to the improvement of boat hulls 
which can be made stronger and 
more attractive with Fiberglas and 
resin. The authors tell you how. Fur- 
niture can be made by first building 
a basic wooden structure, covering 
it with chicken wire, then burlap, 
then plaster of Paris and finally 
applying three laminations of Fiber- 
glas and resin. The material also 
lends itself to many household re- 
pairs. You can patch leaky pipes, 
rain gutters, and fuel tanks, for in- 
stance. You can repair broken pot 
handles with epoxy resin solder. 


The authors warn you that despite 
all the jobs they can do, these ma- 
terials won’t work by themselves. 
To be effective they must be used by 
someone who has learned how to 
plan his glassing jobs and has mas- 
tered the glassing techniques. The 
purpose of this book is to teach you 
how to get the most out of what the 
authors call ‘‘magic materials for 
amateurs.”’

KENT HUTTON illustrates her painting technique on the coffee table 


Painting New Charm 


into OLD FURNITURE

she made from an old dining room table. The design is plotted freehand 


with chalk, then painted over. Note the basic stroke, applied with infinite variations. 


MRS. KENT HUTTON of Denver, Colo- 
rado, can paint a fable on a table or 
give an air to a chair with fast flying 
strokes of her brush. She freehands 
imaginative folk designs on old dis- 
carded furniture, transforming it 
into charming, personalized pieces— 
at attractive profits. 

It began fifteen years ago when 
Mrs. Hutton’s home had that young- 
couple-on-a-budget look. There was a 
scarcity of furniture. At the same 
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time, Mrs. Hutton, firmly anchored 
at home by two babies, was looking 
for a break in the endless routine 
of dishes and diapers. 

A graduate of the University of 
Colorado, where she majored in art, 
she had also taken a commercial art 
course at the Denver Museum. This 
background, the furniture shortage, 
and her need for an outlet seemed to 
add up. She thought of the fanciful 
figures she had often admired on 


Pennsylvania Dutch pieces—whimsi- 
cal little birds and animals, quaint 
figures of men and women, an end- 
less abundance of flowers and vege- 
tables, anything and everything a 
person might want to put down in 
paint in any pattern that pleased the 
fancy. The more color and design 
the better. 

Figures such as these could cover 
up a multitude of sins in dilapidated 
furniture. Like folk art all over the 








world, they represented spontaneous, 
untrained skill. Anybody could make 
them. Anybody, that is, who had a 
way with a palette of paint. 

So, leaving the babies with her 
husband, Mrs. Hutton went ‘‘junk- 
eting.’’ She visited secondhand stores 
and junk yards. And she came back 
with an old oak dining room table; 
round, in appalling condition. The 
price, $1, wasn’t bad for the coffee 
table she had in mind. 

It was a simple matter for Kent 
Hutton to saw off part of the base 
and replace the top ef the table. 
Then, Mrs. Hutton went to work with 
sandpaper and elbow grease, remov- 
ing the old finish. After applying two 
base coats, which were black, she 
had finished the laborious part and 
could let her imagination go. 

In red letters, circled around the 
center, she wrote freehand a favorite 
household expression: ‘Spring Is 
When It Hits You.’’ Round the table, 
outside this slogan, three yellow 
horses soon pranced. Finally, red 
tulips and blue snowflakes were 
scattered riotously over the entire 
surface. The table is still in the 
Hutton living room, and still in nice 
condition after years of wet glasses 
and children’s foot scuffs. 


IT WAS an encouraging beginning, and 
Mrs. Hutton was soon painting furi- 
ously. Ten years later she had filled 
not only her own house but the houses 
of all her relatives and friends, and 
she wasn’t nearly ready to stop. By 
this time, her sister, Mrs. Willemain 
Cable of Denver, had caught the bug 
and was painting enthusiastically as 
well. 

The two women put their heads 
together and wrote a short adver- 
tisement: 

“Get your old junk out of the attic 
and bring it to us. Have your children 
taken the best years out of their toy 
chest? Is your old porch furniture 
showing weather signs? Don’t throw 
away that old tray! We'll tackle 
anything. And when we’re through, 
you’ll want to keep it or give it away 
for Christmas.”’ 

They took the notice to a local 
printer for mimeographing, and, using 
membership lists of a local country 
club and the Junior League, soon 
had it in circulation. 

That one set of mimeographs was 
the only advertising Mrs. Hutton has 


THIS IS the basic stroke used by Mrs. Hutton 
in all her painting.

ever done. Orders began to come in 
at the rate of two to four a week, a 
rate which has remained fairly con- 
stant during the last five years. 

Not long after the two sisters be- 
gan to paint for profit, Mrs. Cable 
found that a succession of babies took 
too much of her time, and Mrs. 
Hutton was left to carry on alone. 

At first, she was so eager for 
orders that she even covered the cost 
of hauling furniture to her house and 
back to the customer. But as busi- 
ness grew brisker, she dropped this 
expense, and found that it made no 
difference in sales. 

The owner of a gift shop in town 
who had seen some of her work 
offered to take a few pieces on con- 
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signment, so Mrs. Hutton furnished 
a cocktail bar she had made out of 
an old cupboard. She had painted it 
solid with a vineyard motif. The top, 
which had a raised, scalloped edge 
around it, was lined with copper. 

Because it sold so quickly and be- 
cause gift shop markups are generally 
pretty high, she decided it would be 
more profitable to raise her own price 
a little and sell direct to the cus- 
tomer. 


MRS. HUTTON’S husband always comes 
to the rescue whenever any carpen- 
try is needed. She describes him as 
‘fan average home carpenter, and 
anyway, he’s cheerful about it.’’ 
Brass hardware is usually removed

and replaced with simple wooden 
knobs which can be turned into a 
flower bud or a bird’s hat and in- 
corporated into the whole design. 
‘‘Gingerbread’’ on Victorian furni- 
ture can sometimes be sawed off. 
Because the painting is elaborate, the 
furniture itself must have the plain- 
est possible lines. A drawer may 
need repairing, the legs on a chest 
may need to be shortened. But so far, 
no problem has come up that couldn’t 
be handled by Kent Hutton’s simple 
tools and basic aptitude. 

Next, Mrs. Hutton applies two 
coats of background paint, mixing 
semi-gloss white house paint with 
oils to get the color she wants. These 
two base coats are allowed to dry for 
two days, or until they are very hard. 

Then, she measures the center and 
plots out the general design very 
roughly with chalk, before painting 
it on. Now, she works with fast, bold 
strokes, laying wet paint over wet 
paint wherever the design calis for 
it. If a wrong stroke is made, it can’t 
be changed. It’s possible to stop at 
any stage in the design, of course, 
and return to it later. In working on 
a big project, such as a chest of 
drawers, Mrs. Hutton’s hand some- 
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times becomes shaky if she stays 
with it too long at a time. 

After the design is dry, she applies 
a coat of varnish. Then comes the 
glaze, a mixture of umber and tur- 
pentine—about a half inch of umber 
as it is squeezed out of the tube to a 
quarter of a cup of turpentine. The 
shade can be tried out on a piece of 
spare wood. The glaze is brushed 
over the entire surface to give what 
Mrs. Hutton calls a ‘‘dirty’’ look, 
traditional for peasant type furniture. 
Sometimes she leaves it off alto- 
gether for such things as baby cribs, 
where she believes it to be inap- 
propriate. Finally, another coat of 
varnish completes the job. 


MRS. HUTTON’S most valuable tool is 
her brush, and she believes in using 
a good sable one, even though these 
cost $3.50 apiece and have a life 
expectancy of only three or four 
good-sized pieces of furniture. 

‘‘Without a good brush, your work 
is just no good,’’ she says. ‘‘You 
have to be able to make the very 
finest lines, and for this, your brush 
must have a perfect point.”’ 

All her designs are painted with 
one basic stroke that looks like an 





exclamation point with no dot. Press- 
ing the brush down on the wood, she 
draws it towards her, releasing the 
pressure as she does so. The result 
is a mark that can be as much as an 
inch wide at one end and as slender 
as a hair’s breadth at the other. 

When she first started painting, 
Mrs. Hutton practiced this stroke 
over and over, forward, backward, 
around in circles, until she could use 
it with complete assurance in any 
direction. 

Although she usually works with a 
number seven or eight brush, a num- 
ber ten saves time and energy on a 
particularly large piece. Too small a 
brush, Mrs. Hutton believes, is too 
delicate for the heavy use it gets. 
When a brush begins to show signs of 
wear, it can always be used to apply 
the glaze or to mix colors. 

Colors, incidentally, are mixed in 
old jar tops. It’s economical, since a 
little can be mixed at a time. And 
when the color is no longer needed, 
Mrs. Hutton simply throws the top 
away. 

Usually, the furniture is supplied 
by the customer in the form of attic 
antiques. But frequently a request 
is made for a particular item, and 
it’s up to Mrs. Hutton to produce it. 
Once, shortly after she went into busi- 
ness, she and a friend rented a drive- 
it-yourself truck, loaded their four 
youngsters into the back, and spent 
one whole day combing the town for 
likely prospects. They came home 
with a full load of furniture. 

Bargaining is hard for Mrs. Hutton, 
and she rarely does it. But often, 
simply saying honestly, ‘‘That’s too 
much,”’ and turning to leave will 
bring results. A dealer will call her 
back with, 

“Well, O.K., if you really want it 
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., and reduce the price. 


MRS. HUTTON likes to personalize her 
furniture. Freehand script not only 
adds a personal note but looks at- 
tractive, too. In her own kitchen, she 
has dinette chairs for each member 
of the family. They were bought from 
army surplus at $1 apiece. But with 
the name, birthday and horoscope of 
each owner woven through the de- 
sign, they have come a long way 
from uniform army stock. 

One of her favorite pieces of work 
was done for a friend who manages 
a smelter. He wanted a coffee table 
that showed the history of a piece 
of ore. So around the table Mrs. Hut- 
ton went, drawing first a miner dig- 
ging out the ore, then a donkey carry- 
ing it in sacks to the smelter, next 
the smelter with furnaces blasting, 
and finally a train taking the gold 
back to the miner. Around the edge 
of the table ran a truism: “‘It’s a hell 
of a poor smelter that can’t stand a 
little mismanagement.”’ The vertical 
edge of the table was decorated with 
chemical formulae that figure in the 
process of smelting ore.

Jean Gibson,

The pottery wheel is hundreds of years old but Jean 
Gibson had never seen one until she wandered into a 
ceramic show. The fascination of seeing the wheel in 
action drew her to a ceramics class at an adult education 
school. 


She discovered, almost immediately, that she had a 
knack for making odd bottles and pots. The pieces were 
different, showing originality of shape and design. But 
try as she might Mrs. Gibson could not plan a design. 
The best pieces came from just sitting at the wheel un- 
til the mass in front of her began to take shape. Her 
products were so unique they appeared like ancient art 
found in some forgotten place. 


Her instructor took a few of her pieces to the Potters 
of Pacific show and Mrs. Gibson was awarded a $10 
third prize. She sold the rest to the City of Paris, a San 
Francisco department store. A Christmas order from 
this large store brought $100 and Jean began to look at 
her art with new eyes. She bought her first wheel, plac- 
ing it in her garage, and now her extra hours were spent 
creating new designs. 


Mrs. Gibson demonstrated on the potter’s wheel at the 
Palo Alto Methodist Church Bazaar and sold $47 worth 


of pots in 2% hours. With this encouragement she de- 
cided to specialize in one particular type of ceramic— 
stoneware. She still prefers it because it is almost un- 
breakable and will hold water. She uses a commercial 
stoneware clay because it makes a high fire stoneware 


Mrs. Gibson experimented with a glaze formula until 
she came up with one that worked for her. She dis- 
covered early that the public prefers pieces with a dull 
glaze because the beauty and personality of the object 
are more pronounced. 

The walls of Mrs. Gibson’s garage are lined with 
shelves of drying clay objects waiting for the kiln. Jean 
does her firing at night but she works at the wheel dur- 
ing the hours when her boys are in school. 


In the last five years Jean has turned out some un- 
usual pieces that have been bought by collectors. For 
example, two bottles to make a head and neck for the 
bust of a native girl. Asked recently where her path 
would lead in ceramics, Jean stated that her ambition 
was to teach. She is now gratifying that ambition by 
teaching three adult education classes weekly in her 
garage studio.

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The FACTS 


THE PRECIOUS fur for a precious few.”’ 

That is the slogan of the Farmers 
Chinchilla Cooperative of America, 
Inc. (FCCA), the organization which 
markets most of the pelts produced 
by ranchers in the United States. 
Chinchilla, the ultra-luxury fur, is 
understandably limited to those 
‘*precious few’’ in the highest income 
bracket, but chinchilla, the fur-bear- 
ing animal is not. The actual job of 
raising these little rodents is a profit- 
able and interesting hobby that is 
within the range of a great many 
people of all ages and incomes. 

At the present time, on about 7,000 
ranches scattered throughout the 
forty-eight states, chinchillas are be- 
ing born, raised and bred to meet the 
growing demand for their fur. Don’t 
let the name ‘‘ranch’’ mislead you. 
Your mental image of wide open 
spaces with an abundance of lush

green grass and clear blue sky is for 
the most part erroneous. For what 
may appear to the uninitiated as a 
mere garage, attic or basement is in 
reality the ideal location for a chin- 
chilla ranch—the designation for any 
place where the animals are raised. 


A typical representative of these 
chinchilla breeders is James J. 
Schnell of Rockville Centre, Long 
Island, vice-president of the Long 
Island Chinchilla Breeders Club. 
Three years ago Schnell’s son, Jim, 
mentioned to his father the possibility 
of raising the animals. This started 
a chain of events which ultimately 
led to the establishment of the J and J 
Chinchilla Ranch. In three years the 
ranch grew from the original two 
pairs to a herd of seventy-one ani- 
mals, with new litters being born al- 
most daily.

Schnell, who teaches science at 
P.S. 147 in nearby Queens, is reach- 
ing the retirement age. For him, 
chinchillas have become both a source 
of future income and a pleasurable 
hobby to fill the leisure time availa- 
ble after the end of his teaching ca- 
reer. 


THE CHINCHILLA is an herbivorous, 
hopping rodent, native to most of the 
mountainous parts of South America, 
particularly Bolivia, Chile and Peru. 
From nose to tail it measures ap- 
proximately eighteen inches, the size 
of a large squirrel or prairie dog. In 
the late 1800’s and early 1900’s the 
fur of the small animal was in such 
great demand that he was almost ex- 
terminated. An American mining 
engineer, Mathias F. Chapman, be- 











came interested in chinchillas as 
pets, and after searching for several 
years, succeeded in capturing eleven 
— eight females and three males — 
and bringing them to this country. All 
the chinchillas in the United States 
are descended from these original 
eleven. 

If you have ever seen or touched a 
chinchilla you can understand its tre- 
mendous popularity. The fur is soft, 
warm, a delicate blue-grey, and in- 
credibly fine. In fact, if you were to 
run your hand lightly over the pelt 
with your eyes closed you would 
swear you were touching thin air. 
And yet the fur is so dense that ver- 
min cannot live in it, making the 
chinchilla ideal for home raising. 
Each follicie, instead of containing 
one hair, as is the case with human 
beings, holds from sixty to eighty, 
plus several longer guard or king 
hairs, which hold the tuft upright. 
Because of this, chinchilla fur can- 
not be imitated. 

The markings add to the beauty of 
the fur when it is made into a coat, 
and make it possible for the pelts to 
be sewn either horizontally or ver- 
tically. The undercolor, next to the 
skin, is a slate blue, the darker the 
better. A sharply delineated white 
bar separates this undercolor from 
the veiling — the black tips of the 
hairs. This veiling or ticking is 
heavier on the back of the animal, 
shading off down the sides to dis- 
appear entirely at a well-defined line 
that marks the white understrip on 
the belly. The fur is classified ac- 
cording to color — dark, medium or 
pale. 

The leather is very light and plia- 
ble, yet strong, which makes chin- 
chilla perfect for anything from a 
long or three-quarter length coat to 
the trimming on the sheerest evening 
gown. Softness is the keynote both in 
color and texture. I have seen Schnell 
slip a good sized pelt easily through 
his wife’s gold wedding band! Fash- 
ioned into a garment, chinchilla has 
a lustrous, shimmering effect as 
light catches and accentuates the 
color. Its durability and resistance to 
fading and abrasion have been tested 
by the United States Testing Com- 
pany, Inc., against such leading lux- 
ury furs as mink and ermine. In 
every category it proved the superior 
fur. Also, the entire pelt except for 
the head, tail and feet can be used. 
Mrs. Schnell boasts a beautiful fur 
collar made from the skins of but 
two animals. 


CHINCHILLAS are gregarious, curious, 
gentle and clean—and a soft-hearted 
breeder must guard against becom- 
ing too attached to them. They are ex- 
tremely hardy, able to survive as- 
tonishingly bad diet, mistreatment, 
and poor physical environment. Only 
two of all the chinchillas Schnell has 
handled have died, one from an in- 
fection in the uterus and the other 
from an impacted intestine. Both 


these ailments are rather unusual, 
and nothing short of major surgery 
could have saved the animals. How- 
ever, any intelligent breeder should 
realize that the better care given to 
his animals the better results he will 
get. Chinchillas can produce two to 
two and one-half litters of six babies 
each per year, the gestation period 
being 111 days. The same day that 
the female litters she is bred back 
again to the male. Feeding and hous- 
ing is very inexpensive. The regula- 
tion feed is timothy or alfalfa hay, 
prepared pellets, and water. Once in 
a while fresh or dried fruits and 
vegetables or other tidbits may be 
used to vary the diet. The quarters 
should be kept clean, dry and cool. 
Droppings and excess hay which fall 
through the mesh bottom of the cage 


by writing to the National Chinchilla 
Breeders Association of America 
(NCBA), Salt Lake City, Utah, or 
the Chinchilla Association of America 
(CAA), Santa Rosa, California. 

I was interested, however, in 
learning the unusual from Schnell, 
those little facts that cannot be found 
in books but are the result of per- 
sonal experience. Because of his 
scientific background and correspond- 
ing experimentation, he has come up 
with certain valuable ideas. The 
Schnells, interested in starting off 
right, purchased two pairs of top 
quality animals at $1,500 a pair, $30 
cages, and all the other trimmings. 
Rapid growth of his herd forced 
Schnell to cut down on expenses, and 
his average annual upkeep per ani- 
mal is now a low $3 to $5. To begin

onto the paper provided for this pur- 
pose should be removed twice a 
week. The paper is placed four or 
five inches below the floor to allow 
for ventilation, thereby keeping the 
floor and the animal from becoming 
stained. The cages themselves should 
be thoroughly washed and disinfected 
every two or three months. However, 
the chinchillas clean themselves. 
Schnell has found that Fuller’s earth 
placed in a regular agate dishpan 
makes an excellent dust bath. The 
chinchillas will roll in the powder 
and thereby clean their coats. 

The foregoing information can be 
obtained by reading Houston and 
Prestwick’s competent book, ‘‘Chin- 
chilla Care’’ (Allied Fur Industries, 
Inc., Gardena, California, 1953), or 





with, the Schnells, father and son, 
build all their own cages, from '%-by- 
l-inch 16-gauge wire. This can be 
purchased in 100-foot rolls at $23 for 
the 18-inch width and $33 for the 24- 
inch width. The pens are 24 inches 
deep and 18 inches high—an adequate 
size for two large adults. Glass ash 
trays, cheap and easily cleaned, are 
used for feeding trays. An inverted 
soft drink bottle, resting in a small 
aluminum trough fastened to the out- 
side of the cage by a metal spring, 
completes the appointments. As an 
added luxury a wooden shelf, 42-inch 
by 3 inches wide can be pleced across 
the cage, about 5 inches above the 
floor. Chinchillas seems to prefer 
this perch to resting on the wire floor

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Banks From 
Tin Cans 


I HAVE found that very serviceable banks for children 
can be made from empty cocoa or instant chocolate 
cans. With a screw driver I punch out a coin slot in the 
metal bottom of the can. The round, lidded opening will 
then be at the bottom for easy removal of coins when 
the bank is full. I slip cover the sides of the can with 
amusing wallpaper from a sample book. Construction or 
heavy gift wrapping paper in a suitable design will serve 
as well. These banks cost me practically nothing and 
in Maple Shade, New Jersey, my home, I sell them for 
twenty-five cents apiece or more.

Prospecting 
For Pearls 


LIKE A prospector panning mountain streams for gold, 
Arvil Roberts of Augusta, Arkansas, drags Ozark rivers 
for mussel shells. Someday, he hopes to find a ‘‘pearl 
of great price’’ in one of them. Tales of rich finds—$500 
to $2,000 each for fresh water pearls—keep him hopeful. 
Searching for a big one, he finds small irregular pearls 
suitable for costume jewelry. He sells these at prices 
ranging from fifty cents to $25 each. Clean mussel shells 
sell to button makers at $60 per ton. Roberts’ homemade 
shelling equipment consists of two iron rods attached 
to his boat. Hanging from these rods are 150 crow’s foot 
hooks. He drops the rods and hooks into the shallow 
water of a mussel bed and then sits at ease while the 
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current carries his boats and drags the hooks down 
stream. At the end of the bed, he pulls up his catch. He 
throws back shells less than 1% inches in diameter. 
Average daily catches of eighty pounds and an occasional 
irregular pearl help pay his bills and keep him hopeful. 
Pearl bearing shells have curled, overlapping edges and 
he eagerly opens them first. After careful ‘‘panning’’ 
for pearls, he cooks the shells in a large iron kettle. Cook- 
ing removes the meat and cleans the shells for the but- 
ton market. Roberts works his shell game all year but 
in summer while rivers are low he spends longer hours 
dragging the shoals. He considers his hobby a thrilling 
game. It pays in pleasure and money, too. He lives in 
hopes of finding one big pearl.

Door Mats 
From 
Fruit Bags 


HAVE YOU wondered what to do with the mesh bags you 
buy citrus fruit and potatoes in? I have found that they 
can be made into lovely door mats in just a few min- 
utes. Pull out the stitching along the side and bottom 
of the bag. The two raw edges can be hemmed, using a 
narrow hem, or they can be just folded under an inch 
or so, matching the square openings. Using a safety pin 
for a bodkin, I weave rag strips through the rows of 
mesh. In Canton, Oklahoma, my home, the mats sell 
for $1 each, but if the rags are dyed rich dark colors and 
woven in patterns they sell for $2 each.

Arm Chair 
Butlers 


ALL TOO often I’d settle down to watch television at my 
Elmhurst, New York, home when members of my family 
would ask for tissues, matches, cigarettes, candy, etc. 
Something had to be done. After some thought I designed 
an arm chair butler. I bought pretty cotton material, 
measured a length, approximately 32 inches long, 14 
inches wide. I hemmed each end and the sides, then 
used a pretty overcast stitch. The pieces to make the 
pockets measure approximately six by six, three by four 
and five by five. You’ll want to allow enough material 
to tuck under your chair cushion, so don’t be skimpy. 
The pockets are machine sewed tightly as they will get 
plenty of wear and need to be strong. Making three dif- 
ferent sized pockets is a good idea because the smaller 
ones can hold the dog’s rubber bone, lollypops, gum, 
pop’s cigarettes, matches, a pad and pencil in event you 
wish to jot something down you see on TV. On these but- 
lers I outline in colorful cotton a television set, a dog, 
fruit, and other animal motifs. Transfer patterns are 





used for the designing. A pretty one which sold for $3 
was made from dark green velveteen. On this particular 
butler I made a 12-inch pocket which was attached to 
the long strip which in turn went over the arm of the 
TV chair. I fasten the pockets usually on the portion of 
the strip that hangs on the outside of the chair itself, 
and place a smaller pocket on the inside part. My cus- 
tomer who ordered the green velveteen butler wished a 
spray of heather in design. I sketched the spray first on 
paper, then transferred it to the velveteen and em- 
broidered it in a delicate pink and purple. I now have 
an order for six made from bright blue corduroy.

Novel Letter Holders 


I TURN scraps of Masonite and playing cards into letter 
holders. To make, I cut out six pieces of %-inch Masonite 
the same size as the playing cards that I am using. The 
cards are then glued to the Masonite pieces and the 
edges sanded smooth. When dry, the six pieces are 
mounted in two grooved feet made from %4-inch thick 
plywood. They are secured with glue. I finish the entire 
unit with clear varnish or lacquer. In Upper Jay, New 
York, my home, I sell these novel desk letter holders 
through a local gift shop for ninety-eight cents each, pay- 
ing the shop a fifteen per cent commission. This item 
offers a good profit for the time involved.

MANY OF my school friends wear Peter Pan type collars 
on day-time as well as date-time dresses and blouses. 
Many of us also have hobbies and collect charms. I made 
my sister and myself each a collar and sewed charms 
representing our interests and hobbies around the edge. 
When several of our friends in Roslyn, New York, saw 
them they asked me to make such collars for them. Inas- 
much as one of them is especially interested in music, 
I bought twelve inexpensive musical charms, piano, 
horns, drums, etc., and sewed these neatly on the col- 
lar’s edge. Another friend loves sports so I bought skates, 
basketball, ball bat, etc., and sewed these on a black 
velveteen collar. The material is usually white linen or 
colored velveteen or corduroy and we get it by the yard. 
Usually four to six collars can be made from a yard, 
depending on the width and sizes of the collars ordered. 
The toy and novelty shops in New York City will sell 
the charms in various designs and mixtures by the gross. 
One hundred forty-four charms will make twelve col- 


lars. These are sold complete for $1 to $2 each. Any high 
school or college girl can help defray expenses of her 
schooling if she will obtain her customers from her 
sororities and school societies and if she will also place 
an advertisement in the school paper. My mother has 
now had to cooperate and help me to make my collars 
as I got too many orders to fill myself.

Buttons Cut 
From Trees 


I MAKE wooden buttons which are a most unusual and 
attractive addition to sports clothes. A set of four or six 
makes a wonderful gift. I mount them on small colored 
blotters and sell them in a gift shop near my home in 
Clinton Corners, New York. To make the buttons, go in 
your yard or in the woods and saw carefully from the 
lower part of a cedar or birch tree a small branch 
about four inches in circumference. One branch makes 
many buttons. After you peel off the bark use a jig saw 
and saw up the branch, making each button about % 
inch thick. Make two holes in the center of each button 
with a hand drill. Sandpaper all the rough spots very 
thoroughly until each button is satin smooth. Now, take 
some clear varnish and give each button one coat. This 
will protect the wood as well as bring out the natural 
beauty. I charge fifty cents for a card of four buttons 
and seventy-five cents for a card of six.

$1.25, and keeping them potted in discarded oil cans 
I get free from gas stations, I make a very satisfactory 
profit from a hobby I love anyhow. And it gives me 
added pleasure to see other folk made happy by it, and 
to be able to give information to other green-thumbers.

Introduction to Silk Screen 


ERWIN LONGFELLOW, a Seattle instru- 
ment maker, found out about silk 
screen printing during World War II 
while repairing instruments used on 
Navy aircraft, and has carried the 
craft over into civilian life with finan- 
cially encouraging results. 

Instruments often came to him with 
damaged dials, which necessitated 
sending them back to the manufac- 
turer for refurbishing. Longfellow 
knew the dials were printed by the 
silk screen method, but it did not oc- 
cur to him that he could print them 
himself until several dozen desperate- 
ly-needed instruments sat on a shelf 
more than sixty days for lack of 
dials. 

Longfellow began reading up on silk 
screening, and within a month he was 
able to set up a silk screen printing 
facility at the Naval air station where 
he worked, thus eliminating the de- 
lays caused by dial shortages. 


“To me, the most significant thing 
about my experience with instrument

dials is that I was able to master the 
tools and turn out acceptable print 
jobs in so short a time with no formal 
instruction,’’ Longfellow says. 

“The real miracle of silk screening 
is that a high quality impression can 
be made on materials that would be 
impossible to print by conventional 
methods,’’ he adds. ‘‘By what other 
process would it be possible to apply 
the same design to paper, cardboard, 
leather, glass, plastic, wood, cloth and 
metal?’’ 

The great versatility of silk screen 
printing and the ease with which it 
can be mastered make it ideal for the 
hobbyist. Another big advantage is 
that the beginner can obtain the tools 
and supplies necessary to get started 
in the field for a total investment of 
less than $15. 


LONGFELLOW, WHO for several years 
has specialized in printing on cloth, 
finds he is able to get all of the spare 
time work he can handle with mini- 
mum sales effort. One of his recent 


ANY TYPE of fabric can be silk screened. Erwin 
Longfellow’s work includes neckerchiefs of mus- 
lin, top left and right; felt emblems screened in 
three colors, top center, and advertising ban- 
ners on satin. The letters on the banner are 
“flocked,” a process which involves screening 
the letters with an adhesive instead of ink and 
then applying colored textile fibers to produce 
a deep color and a design with a “raised” 
effect. Longfellow normally would charge about 
$3.60 per dozen for silk screening the smaller 
articles. Banners of the type shown would be 
around $1.50 each, plus the cost of the material.

jobs involved silk screening in two 
colors two-dozen advertising flags for 
a supermarket at $1.50 each. These 
flags took about three evenings to 
complete. Longfellow figured his 
price for this particular job at a rate 
of $3 per hour for his time, plus $6 
for materials. 

For another firm, Longfellow im- 
printed several hundred plastic pro- 
duce sacks for fifteen cents each. This 
job, requiring special inks for print- 
ing on plastic and more careful hand- 
ling of the printed material to prevent 
smearing, was priced three cents per 
impression higher than Longfellow’s 
standard for similar work. In general, 
Longfellow charges at $3.60 per dozen 
for simple piecework where the quan- 
tity is considerable. 


For a district sporting goods store, 
Longfellow silk screened one numeral 
on a cotton T-shirt at five cents a 
number. This low rate was due in part 
to the simplicity of the job and the 
fact that the T-shirts ultimately were 





to be sold to Cub Scouts, and Long- 
fellow wanted to assist in keeping the 
cost as low as possible. 

Longfellow does silk screen work 
for the Boy Scouts at cost, and has 
received a number of commendations 
from the Seattle District Scout head- 
quarters for his assistance to Scout- 
ing. Recently he completed a run of 
500 three-color shoulder patches and 
currently he is working on a like num- 
ber of neckerchiefs. He also designs 
and silk screen prints emblems and 
shoulder patches for individual Scout 
troops. 

Actually, Longfellow’s assistance to 
Scouting is his most effective means 
of obtaining new business. For ex- 
ample, a display of his shoulder 
patches in a sporting goods store 
caught the eye of a visiting manu- 
facturers’ representative specializing 
in sports equipment. The representa- 
tive contacted Longfellow and now 
carries Longfellow’s price list on his 
travels throughout the Northwest. 
Longfellow’s fee for designing a 
three-color emblem and making the 
screens to produce it is a minimum of 
$25, with the emblems themselves 
costing $3.60 per dozen. 

For other special types of silk- 
screen work, different rates prevail: 
A friend of Longfellow’s imprints 
custom designs on drapery material 
which sells for as much as $15 per 
yard. Another silk-screen printer in 
the Seattle area specializes in out- 
door advertising signs which are 
printed in luminescent inks. The 
signs, costing around $6 per dozen, 
are readily saleable to real estate 
firms, gas stations, markets of all 
kinds, and, especially in an election 
year, to political candidates. 


SILK SCREENING is said to have origi- 
nated in China centuries before the 
invention of movable type. To re- 
produce drawing and written char- 
acters, the Chinese made intricate 
stencils cut from very thin rice paper 
to which were glued pieces of human 
hair to hold the centers of design in 





position. Using handmade .dyes ap- 
plied with a brush, several copies of 
the prints could be made before the 
delicate stencils fell apart. 

To make the stencils more durable, 
some unsung craftsman devised a 
process which has been handed down 
to the present day. He glued the pat- 
tern to very sheer silk cloth mounted 
on a frame. To apply the design, he 
worked ink through the open portions 
of the screen. The glued-on rice paper 
protected the portions of the pattern 
which were not supposed to print. 

Screen process printing first was 
used commercially in the United 
States on the Pacific Coast about 
1917. It spread rapidly, and by 1920 
the process was widely used by sign 
shops for making show cards and 
posters. Early work was crude by 
modern standards, since the screens 
were made by painting directly on 
to the silk screen with shellac or 
lacquer. This resulted in uneven, 
“‘feathered’’ edges. 

When special silk screen photo- 
graphic films were developed in the 
middle 1920’s, it enabled silk screen 
printers to reproduce small type, line 
drawings and even coarse half-tone 
illustrations. Silk screening there- 
upon assumed a recognized place 
among the graphic arts. 


FOR THE beginning silk screen printer, 
Longfellow lists the basic tools re- 
quired as the silk screen frame, a 
squeegee made especially for silk 
screen work, a stencil knife, spatula 
and cardboard, cloth or other stock 
upon which the print can be made. 

The silk screen frame can be made 
by the hobbyist for a cost of around 
$2.50. Longfellow says a frame with 
inside dimensions: of eighteen inches 
by twenty-four inches will enable 
the beginner to do most jobs. The 
frame should be made of well-dried 
straight grain softwood; either pine, 
cedar, fir or basswood. 

Select from finished lengths of two- 
by-two-inch stock, and have a groove 
44-inch wide and about 3s-inch deep

cut the full length of the stock. The 
groove, which is located in the middle 
of the stock, is to receive a %4-inch 
dowel which is used to retain the 
silk screen in place. Before attach- 
ing the silk, sandpaper the frame to 
eliminate sharp edges and slivers. 

A simple lap joint at the corner is 
adequate, but it should be made with 
care so that the square is true and 
the frame lies level. Ready-made 
grooved frames, unassembled, are 
available from silk screen supply 
firms. 

The silk, which is cut several 
inches larger over-all than the frame, 
is attached along one side by laying 
it over the dowel groove and then 
tapping the length of the dowel down 
into the recess. The resulting tight 
fit holds the silk firmly along the 
length of the groove. The silk then 
is stretched as tightly and as evenly 
as possible over the opposite side of 
the frame and anothe: dowel is 
tapped into place to secure it. The 
process then is repeated to secure the 
silk along the other two sides of the 
screen. When a screen is needed in 
a hurry, it is possible to fasten the 
silk in place with staples, but care 
must be taken to insure that the 
screen is evenly stretched in all four 
directions. 

To make a drum-tight screen, the 
silk may be moistened with water. 
When the wet silk dries, it shrinks 
slightly. 


THE SILK itself can be bought at an 
art supply store, or direct from one 
of several firms specializing in screen 
process supplies. One of the oldest 
of these firms is the Naz-Dar Com- 
pany. Catalogues and price lists on all 
silk screen necessities are supplied 
by the company on request, and any 
Naz-Dar products can be ordered by 
mail direct from the factory. All 
prices quoted in the firm’s literature 
are f.o.b. the plant, which is located 
at 461 N. Milwaukee Ave., Chicago 
10, Illinois. 

In the west, the California Ink

Company, Inc., with offices at 2939 
East Pico Blvd., Los Angeles, has a 
catalogue of silk screen materials for 
the hobbyist. 


For the beginner, No. 12 silk screen, 
which has 124 meshes to the lineal 
inch, is recommended for most work. 
No. 6 or 8 silks are used mostly for 
printing on absorbent surfaces, such 
as felt, fabric or rough-surface 
papers. 


A yard of forty-two-inch-wide or- 
dinary quality No. 12 silk screen will 
cost around $5, with the highest- 
quality screen being about $1 more 
per yard. The coarser silks are 
around $4 a yard for ordinary qual- 
ity. Widths up to sixty inches are 
available. 


THE FRAME, with the silk stretched 
over it, is mounted so that the silk 
can be placed in direct contact with 
the work being printed. In other 
words, the under side of the screen, 
when the screen is mounted, is a flat 
expanse of taut silk which can be 
brought into even contact with a flat 
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printing base. Hinges are used to 
attach the frame to the printing base, 
which should extend several inches 
beyond the frame in all directions. 
The printing base can be a drawing 
board, or a piece of %4-inch plywood. 
The hinges should have a '%-inch off- 
set, so that work of various thick- 
nesses can be accommodated. Also, 
the hinges should be of the pushpin 
type so that the screens can be re- 
moved from the mounting base for 
cleaning, or to permit another screen 
to be put into place when multicolor 
screening is being done. 

One professional refinement which 
Longfellow has applied to all his 
frames is counterbalances. Pulleys 
are mounted in the ceiling above his 
frames and two lengths of flexible 
woven wire are run through them. 
One end of each wire is attached at 
the forward corner of the frame. 
Lead weights are hung on the other 
end of each wire, so that when the 
frame is lifted it rises smoothly, and 
cannot fall back to spoil a print or 
break the silk. A drawer handle can 
be attached to the forward side of 


the frame to facilitate lifting, and 
blocks of wood can be attached to the 
mounting base to act as guides for 
the frame and to prevent side-play of 
the frame with resultant smearing. 

The squeegee is the tool which is 
used to force the silk screen paint 
through the mesh of the screen. It 
consists of a grooved wood holder 
with a rubber blade mounted in the 
groove. The handle is contoured to 
fit the fingers. The rubber blade is 
usually about % inch wide, with sharp 
corners. Various grades of rubber 
are available, the harder-bladed 
squeegees being used for printing on 
smooth surface papers and plastics, 
and the softer squeegees being used 
for printing on textile or other tex- 
tured materials. 

Complete squeegees with medium- 
hard rubber blades are available 
from Naz-Dar for eighteen cents per 
inch. A six-inch-wide squeegee will 
perform most jobs, but where large 
show cards are being made, a blade 
wide enough to allow printing of ma- 
jor color areas in one pass is recom- 
mended. Squeegee edges become 
rounded with use, which reduces the 
quality of the printing that can be 
done with them. They can be sharp- 
ened by holding them in an upright 
position and rubbing them lengthwise 
with the blade over garnet paper or 
emery cloth of the finest grades. 

The stencil knife is used to hand- 
cut stencils before they are applied 
to the silk screen. It can be of any 
of the various brands of scalpel-type 
knives with removable blades. The 
spatula, which can be obtained at the 
dime store, is used to apply the paint 
to the screen before printing. 


STENCILS FOR silk screen work can 
be prepared either by the hand-cut- 
ting or photographic method. Hand- 
cut stencils require less equipment 
and more skill than a photographic 
stencil. 

To make a hand-cut stencil, a spe- 
cial paper must be obtained from one 
of the silk screen supply firms. The 
paper comes in forty-two-inch widths 
and costs about seventy-five cents 
a yard. It consists of a transparent 
backing paper to which several coats 
of lacquer or shellac have been ap- 
plied. 

After working out the desired de- 
sign or copy in pencil or ink, the 
stencil paper is secured over it, film 
side up, with drafting tape. Holding 
the stencil knife as one holds a pen- 
cil, those parts of the stencil which 
are to print are traced and then 
peeled away. A very light pressure 
on the blade is necessary to avoid 
cutting through the backing. 


When the stencil has been cut, sev- 
eral sheets of cardboard are laid flat 
on the printing base to assure that 
there will be good contact between 
the screen and the stencil. The sten- 
cil is placed on top of the cardboard 
surface in the desired position and

Designed for Hobbyists 


THE DESIGNS shown here each month have a multitude of 
uses. They can be employed to add beauty to leather, 
glass, textiles, tile and other ceramic pieces, metals and

other craft materials. They are yours to use as you like 
on what you like. We shall welcome suggestions as to 
types of designs you would like to see here. 
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TO HELP you keep all parts of your designs in proportion 
if you need them in an enlarged size, we have drawn 
them on a graph of squares. 

On another piece of paper—tracing paper is ideal— 
measure off the exact area you want your design to 
occupy. Divide this area into the same number of 
squares the smaller design has been divided into. Num- 
ber the outside squares both horizontally and vertically 
on both sheets of paper. Copy carefully into each of the 


large squares the portion of the design that appears in 
each correspondingly numbered square of the original 
design. When you have completed this, go over the re- 
verse side of the enlarged design with pencil, or chalk 
if for a dark background. Place the pattern face up 
where you wish it to appear and go over each line with 
a hard pencil. You may decrease size of any design in 
the same manner by using smaller squares when you 
transfer your design.

rHE do-it-yourself icica came to me 
one day after I had paid $3 to a de- 
partment store colorist for a not too 
{finished job on a three-by-four print 
of my four-year-old daughter. There 
were no intricacies involved—just a 
head of blond curls tied with a pink 
ribbon and a glimpse of a ruffled pin- 
afore above the shoulder. 


I looked at it long and hard and 
an idea was born. Why couldn’t I 
learn to color photographs myself? 
But the impulse was fleeting and the 
idea did not take form until some 
months later, when, wandering 
through a department store one rainy 
afternoon, I came upon the photo- 
graph studio on the balcony, and 
paused to watch a colorist do her 
job. I was fascinated by her deft 
movements with little wads of cotton, 


pointed sticks and her glass palette 
with dabs of various colors. 


The budget was slim that winter, 
and a number of unexpected doctor 
bills had made the dents in it into 
gaping holes. I had long wanted a 
‘*pick-up hobby’’ —one to give profits 
as well as pleasure, and thus it came 
about that photo coloring was to be 
for me a paying avocation! 


From a practical point of view its 
chief asset lies in the simple factors 
required in its operation. First, the 
cost of equipment is small. Second- 
ly, the work can be fitted into a busy 
housewife’s schedule—during the 
children’s nap-time perhaps in the 
afternoons, during nursery school 
mornings or when the small fry have 
been bedded down for the night. The 
basic needs are a sturdy table, a 
good light, and a steady hand. Don’t 
try to color photographs if you’ve got 
the shakes! 


AS TO technique: The coloring is done 
entirely with cotton wrapped on small 
sticks, somewhat similar to the 
orange sticks used for home mani- 
curing. These come boxed with 
whatever set of paints you select 
together with the necessary turpen- 
tine and cotton, and cost not over 
$5 for an average size set. Marshall 
oil colors are preferred by most of 
the photographers for whom I’ve 
worked. 

You will find that your speed in- 
creases as you become more pro- 
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ficient. Glossy prints do not take 
color. The sepia or dull mat finishes 
are best. However, black and white 
or grey tone prints may also be col- 
ored successfully. A surprise is found 
in the variety of subjects, which may 
range from month old babies to 
caskets! I was somewhat taken 
aback on one of my first encounters 
with a photographer at being asked 
my price on ‘‘caskets.’’ He then took 
from his files a photograph of a 
casket surrounded by the funeral 
wreaths and sprays. The family, it 
seems, wanted the coloring of the 
flowers as true to life as possible 
that this memory might be pre- 
served. 

But first one should find a pro- 
fessional colorist through a photog- 
rapher or a department store studio. 
She could possibly give you lessons 
on Saturdays, which is when I took 
instruction, since the colorist was 
employed full time weekdays. Four 
or five lessons may give you suffi- 
cient confidence with plenty of prac- 
tice on the side. 

The teacher usually furnishes you 
with cast-off prints for this purpose, 
and after you have acquired some 
skill, take three or four of your best 
samples along with you when you 
apply for work, as this is essential. 
Your teacher will also advise the 
price you should charge for your 
coloring so take your price list with 
you. This too is important, as the 
colorist not the photographer sets 
her own price according to the size 
of the print and the amount of de- 
tail involved. 

If you do not have access to in- 
struction by a professional, there are 
other means of learning photo color- 
ing. For instance, the National Photo 
Coloring school, 835 Diversey Park- 
way, Chicago 14, Illinois, offers a 
correspondence course on the subject. 
A book on photo coloring which might 
prove helpful is ‘‘Photo-Oil Coloring 
for Fun or Profit,” by John G. 
Marshall. It’s published by the John 
G. Marshall Mfg. Co., Brooklyn 11, 
New York’, It sells for $3.50. It and 
other similar books may be available 
in your public library. Most boxes 
of photo coloring supplies include in- 
struction sheets. 


THERE ARE three ways to go about get- 
ting work: 

First, to canvass local photogra- 
phers in person. You will find them 
listed (as I did) in the yellow pages 


of your telephone book. Make ah ap- 
pointment to show your samples and 
discuss their needs with them. Tele- 
phoning in advance saves you the 
time and effort of seeing those who 
already have competent colorists. 


Second, look for a photographic 
studio connected with a chain. Such 
setups have an abundance of work 
and the man in charge usually asks 
that you color one of their sample 
prints ‘‘for free,’’ and if satisfied 
with the result may take you on as a 
regular, giving you a batch of eighty 
to 100 prints. The average rate is 
low, twenty to thirty cents each. 
Coloring must be neat but there is 
little detail required. I have done 
orders for these chains and find that 
the work goes fast. I turned out six 
to eight prints an hour. When you 
return one batch you are given an- 
other, that is if you do the work at 
home. You may also work at their 
studio. The work is regular but tedi- 
ous, and I do not recommend it as 
there is little creativity in it, and 
your technique does not improve with 
this mechanical routine. However, 
one young woman I know of in Louis- 
ville last summer made $50 a week 
in this fashion, but she probably 
kept at it at least six hours a day! 


As for the third way to contact 
those who could use your skill—try 
advertising. Try a short advertise- 
ment in your daily paper with your 
telephone number. However, it is un- 
likely you will need to use this 
method. 


TO GET down to present facts, I am 
now doing all the work I can com- 
fortably handle. One of the largest 
photographers in Nashville, Tennes- 
see, my home, has been supplying 
me for some time. His work is 
largely commercial and I find it fas- 
cinating. Occasionally I have a por- 
trait to do, but the bulk of his prints 
are varied scenics, bridges for the 
highway department, girls on horse- 
back, and architects’ drawings of 
proposed or finished buildings, even 
an occasional truck—the list is end- 
less. I have just completed several 
twenty-by-forty photographs. They 
include an addition to a church 
school, a beauty and barber supply 
house, for which I had to make a 
trip to the building in order to get 
the right color of the brick. A photo- 
graph in color had proved disappoint- 
ing to the-owner. Three junior rid- 
ing club girls are enthusiastic about 
the large colored photographs of 
them on their horses. For one spe- 
cial order I went to the stables to 
get the right color of a horse. Now 
I have an order for a mural, an air- 
view for which I will get $15, or 
eighty cents a square foot. 


The following is my price list. The 
sizes of the prints are figured ap- 
proximately, as they vary slightly. 
I am told in Eastern cities a good 
colorist asks more.

Cages Of All Sorts 
Merle Hudson 


J. M. SALADINER, an eighty-four-year- 
old retired rancher-farmer of Bryan, 
Texas, went looking for a bird cage 
and found a hobby. His parakeet, 
Tony, needed a new home. But no 
cramped cubbyhole would do for 
Tony! Such a beautiful, talented bird 
deserved a spacious home with plenty 
of room to promenade, to stretch and 
flutter if he chose, to take a bath, 
and to preen himself in a full-length 
mirror. He should have a pleasant 
atmosphere for dining, and a place 
to practice his speech lessons. To 
keep fit, he needed a swing and acro- 
batic bars. Then, in case he should 
take a wife, a nursery (brooder) 
would be essential. 

Since an adequate cage could not 
be found, Saladiner decided to make 
one himself. Designing and building 
the home for Tony gave him so much 
satisfaction that he built another, and 
eventually still others. Demand af- 
fects supply. The increasing popular- 
ity and population of pet birds de- 
mands a supply of bird cages; and 
about as fast as Saladiner can com- 
plete building a cage, someone has 
heard about his hobby and has come 
to look around and make a purchase. 

“This is my factory,”’ he told me re- 
cently when I visited him. He bowed 
and made a sweeping gesture, indi- 
cating the space beneath a wide 
spreading pecan tree in his large back 
yard. Two workbenches covered with 
tools were beneath it, and materials 
of lumber, wire, and tin were near. 

‘‘Most of the year I can work here 
under the tree,’’ Saladiner said. 
‘“‘When the weather is bad, I work in 
the warehouse where I keep my cages 
stored.’’ 

“Do you copy your ideas from 
other cages?’’ I asked. 

“Certainly not!’’ he replied. ‘“‘I 
wouldn’t even copy from myself. Why 
should I make something that had 
been made before? Each one must be 
different. Since this is a hobby, it is 
more important to me that I create 
something new than it is to make just 
another bird cage.”’ 


So there is no assembly line pro- 
duction in his work. Wood, wire, and 
metal are the tangible materials for 
his craft. But imagination, skill and 
enthusiasm are also employed. 

His desire to seek original ideas 
may be the result of Saladiner’s 
years as an inventor. He has a worn 
brief case bulging with official patent 
papers. They fall into two categories: 
Farm implements and war weapons. 
Each of them is a story in itself— 
hope, success, or disappointment. 
Some of them saw use. 

During his inventive years, Sala- 
diner was engaged in farming, cat- 
tle and hog ranching. As time took 
its toll in physical strength, he and 
his wife reduced their activities. 
They have celebrated their fiftieth 
wedding anniversary and live quietly 
in a large house. She attends to house- 
hold duties and he follows his hobby 
inclinations, working in his ‘‘factory”’ 
under the shade tree, always wearing 
a white starched shirt and a neat hat. 


FOR HIS hobby, Saladiner likes to get 
back as much money as he put into it 
plus a little more for his time. The 
prices range from $12.50 for a simple 
cage to $150 for a triple cage, which 
is really a three-in-one mounted on 
wheels. A large single one mounted 
on wheels sells for $75. 

Since they are all different as to 
size, design, and equipment, space 
for a detailed account of the steps in- 
volved in building each is not feasible. 
However, a few general rules apply 
to all, and after that, anybody smart 
enough or ambitious enough to build 
a bird or animal cage can figure out 
the deviations. 

In beginning to make a cage, Sala- 
diner has nothing definite in mind ex- 
cept the size he wants to build. The 
framework is constructed in most in- 


stances of wood, though he has used 
perforated iron strips for a few large 
outdoor cages. Accuracy is necessary 
in measuring and sawing the frame 
work. The size of the cage deter- 
mines the weight of wood used for 
framework. Screws are used instead 
of nails wherever possible. 


All cages, except the very smallest, 
are reinforced with little steel or 
brass rods. Round holes are bored in 
the framework, and the rods, which 
have flat heads on one end, are forced 
into the holes and pushed through the 
cage and out the other end. A bolt 
secures the rod at the back. These 
rods can run from front to back just 
above the flcor, or at the top; or, if 
there is a roof, they can go from 
right to leit’corners of the top, mak- 
ing an X. There is not a bird living 
that could ever make one of these 
cages wobble after it has been so 
well reinforced. 

A door is essential to a cage and 
needs sufficient strength in itself and 
in its hinges so that it will not sag. 
For this reason, he makes the entire 
front of many of the cages of ply- 
wood. Others have door supports run- 
ning from top to bottom on which the 
doors are swung. Great ingenuity is 
dispiayed in these doors, which may 
feature carved wood, painted tin, or 
a wire or glass panel. There is one 
double door, one larger than the other 
to accommodate different size birds. 
Around some of the doors are painted 
designs of flowers, or grain, or tree 
branches. Several have patriotic mo- 
tifs. A carved steer head with long 
horns is above one doorway. 


The most intricate door is a minia- 
ture replica of the entrance of the 
Alamo with Davy Crockett painted on 
it. The entire front of the cage is 
fashioned after the Alamo. 

Bird homes do offer some special

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housekeeping problems when it 
comes to floors. On the larger cages, 
which have wheels or bases, the 
floors are hinged at the back, hooked 
on at the front, and can be unhooked 
and slanted down for cleaning. The 
bird will fly to the top and stay there 
while cleaning goes on, Saladiner 
says. 


THE WIRE with which Saladiner covers 
the cages is purchased from the hard- 
ware store where it is sold by the 
foot. There are several weights and 
patterns of wire screening available. 
and the kind he selects is determined 
partly by the size of the frame, and 
partly by the variety of bird it will 
house. A cage for a parakeet or 
canary will be covered with a small 
mesh. A pen large enough for a pet 
such as a rabbit or a squirrel will 
have a small chicken wire mesh. One 
heavy enough for a summer kennel 
or for transporting a dog will have a 
very strong wire covering. 

Using wire snippers, the wire is cut 
in dimensions to fit the sides of the 
framework and may be attached 
either inside or outside with tiny 
staples. If placed inside, the frame- 
work thus is exposed and is painstak- 
ingly sanded and smoothed for a nice 
finish. If the wire is placed outside 
the framework, then a band of tin is 
cut, sometimes with one edge scal- 
loped and is nailed with small, flat- 
headed nails so that it covers the wire 
ends. Another method of covering the 
raw wire ends is to tack on a strip of 
metal such as is used on the edges 
of kitchen cabinets. 

Saladiner attaches tin corners to 


the four top corners of many of the 
bird cages. He cuts a pattern from 
paper, tries it for size and fit on the 
cage. He then traces the pattern on 
tin and cuts it out with big shears, 
bends it to the corner and tacks it on. 
For the corners he uses a galvanized 
material that will not rust. 
Saladiner’s greatest pride is in the 
gadgets he attaches to each of his 
products such as fancy feed bins that 
pull out like a drawer, or that swing 
around like a flour bin. Some cages 
have roofs that can be unlocked and 
lifted. Many have brooders that can 
be attached to the back or side. When 
the brooders are to be used, they are 
entered through little trap doors from 
the cages. One large cage has an in- 
tricate platform on top of it which 
can hold an aquarium or planter. The 
largest one has inclined runways 
made of small slats of wood. Every 
bird home was built with the fact in 
mind that it might need to be moved 
—indoors, outdoors, to a vantage 
place, or in traveling. So each one 
has some attachment to facilitate 
moving it. But here again, he has 
shown variety for there are handles 
on the sides, both low and high, 
handles on the ends, or a single 
handle on the top. These are availa- 
ble at the hardware store, perhaps 
labelled drawer pulls or pot handles. 
Finally the cages are painted. The 
basic color for all of them is green, 
for Saladiner says a bird is a crea- 
ture of nature and needs the color of 
foliage in the home. Outside, the 
painted designs may display differ- 
ent colors to interest a beholder, but 
inside the cages are all green to

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make a bird feel more at home. Then, 
too, if seen against a green back- 
ground, a bird shows up better 
whether his colors are delicate or 
vivid. 

*“‘A bird should be happy,’’ Sala- 
diner insists. ‘‘That is a bird’s nature 
—to be happy. It needs two things to 
feel at home. The right color and 
plenty of room!”’ 


Shakers From Spools 
Edith James 


ABOUT A year ago I was trying to think 
of something different to give my 
aunt for her birthday when I re- 
membered having heard about mak- 
ing spools into salt and pepper 
shakers. My aunt has quite a collec- 
tion of salt and pepper shakers, but 
I knew she didn’t have any made 
from spools. 

Finding four spools the same size, 
I noted that the flange on one spool 
was broken where the thread was 
fastened. Therefore, I took a paring 
knife and started whittling and was 
surprised at how easily it came off. 
This end I decided to use for the top 
on which I planned to glue a button 
leaving the flange on the bottom. 
Next, I peeled and scraped the paper 
off the top and bottom of the spools 
and sanded them with fine sand- 
paper. Next, I gave them a coat of 
shellac. When they dried I gave them 
another sanding, then two coats of 
white enamel. On top of one pair I 
glued a red button and painted the 
letters S and P on the sides and 
painted the bottom flange red to 
match the buttons. I put green but- 
tons on the other spools and trimmed 
them in green. I placed Scotch tape 
over the hole in the bottom to keep 
the salt or pepper from flowing out. 


I WAS so proud of the shakers that I 
had to take them to the next Ladies’ 
Aid meeting in Miamisburg, Ohio, 
where I live. The members liked them 
and said they would save spools if I’d 
make more and we could sell them at 
a radio show which we were planning 
to attend. We had enough spools to 
make five pair of shakers. These 
spools were a little larger and I de- 
cided they would look pretty with a 
design on if I could paint it. 


One of the women in our Aid had a 
wooden pair of shakers. She loaned 
these to me to see if I could dupli- 
cate the design. It had a man’s face 
with a round knob for a hat. Spools 
don’t have that shape; therefore, I 
left the top flange on to take the 
place of the hat. I then painted the 
spools with yellow enamel. After they 
dried I painted the face features in 
red and added a red necktie. Another 
set I painted a bright red and added 
a dogwood design. Still another set I 
enameled white with an iris design, 
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EDITH JAMES takes spools and buttons and turns them into salt and 
pepper shakers like these. She sells them for $1 a pair. 


The master of ceremonies at the 
radio show saw them and asked me 
to tell about my hobby over the air. 
After this more spools came in and 
also more buttons. I made fifteen 
more sets; the backgrounds were 
white, bright yellow, red and green. 
The designs were birds, cats, palm 
trees, flowers, a bunch of carrots, 
apples, cranes and reindeer. I was 
asked to take these to a handcraft 
hobbies exchange sponsored by a 
church. One of the women there in- 
sisted she had to have a pair. She 
also ordered six more spools painted 
bright red with white reindeer, but 
asked me to leave the S and P mono- 
grams and buttons off. She wanted 
to use them for her table setting when 
her grandchildren were home. She 
planned to put small candles in the 
hole on top and set one at each plate. 
She said the children liked to have 
their own candles to blow out. The 
candle holders can be decorated to 
suit the occasion or time of year. I 
had my husband drill %-inch holes in 
the spools and I find candles fit per- 
fectly in them. I also had him drill 
larger holes in the salt and pepper 
shakers, too, so they would hold more 
salt or pepper. I am now painting 
some all black with light colored de- 
signs and some I’m leaving in the 
natural wood and varnishing them 
and then painting a design on them. 


Most of my first customers liked 
the top flange cut off the spool. 
Therefore, now I cut them all off at 
the top. 


SOME BUTTONS I have turned upside 
down with good results. You can use 


either the two-, or four-hole buttons. 
I have used some with a shank on 
just as long as there are holes to 
shake the salt or pepper through. As 
a rule I break the shanks off. I use 
many colors of buttons: Red, green, 
yellow, white, brown or black. I make 
sure the button rests solid on top of 
the spool and use a good grade of 
glue. Glass or clear plastic buttons 
don’t work as well as the enamel 
shows through and spoils the effect. 

I find designs all around; I copied 
some from my kitchen curtains which 
have all kinds of vegetables on them. 
I’ve used pumpkins at Hallowe’en, 
turkeys at Thanksgiving, Santa Claus 
at Christmas, hearts at Valentine’s 
day and fire crackers on July 4. The 
shakers sell for $1 a pair. As of yet, 
I haven’t had any two pairs alike. 

The wooden cores that the paper is 
rolled on in adding machines can also 
be used as shakers. They are larger 
and, of course, will hold more salt 
and pepper. The bottoms can be 
sealed with Scotch tape. I’ve also 
taken the thin board from the top of 
an apple box and had my husband 
cut it in 1%-inch squares and after 
sanding and shellacking them I glued 
these on the bottom of the spools as 
bases and drilled a %-inch hole to 
put the salt or pepper in. Incidental- 
ly, I don’t collect salt and pepper 
shakers. 


Bait That Lures Dollars

FISH BEING one of his favorite dishes 
and fishing one of his favorite sports, 


Claud Bagwell of Monroe, Georgia, 
was always on the lookout for en- 
ticing bait. Finally, he decided to 
start growing his own. Never ex- 
pecting that he would one day be in- 
debted to a worm for a thriving busi- 
ness, he started what at the time was 
only a hobby of growing golden 
grubs. Known also as meal worms, 
grubworms and yellow worms, gold- 
en grubs are tempting bait for 
bream, bluegills, perch, crappies, 
sun fish and many other fresh-water 
species. 

From the beginning in 1947, Bag- 
well found his hobby to be a fascin- 
ating one, so fascinating, in fact, 
that he caught himself neglecting his 
fishing in order to give more atten- 
tion to his grubs. In no time at all, 
neighbors, friends and even strang- 
ers, all fishing enthusiasts, of course, 
were approaching him for the pur- 
pose of buying grubs. Almost before 
Bagwell quite realized what was hap- 
pening golden grubs were putting 
silver dollars into his pockets. 

According to Bagwell, all it takes 
to start growing grubs, once you 
have the first ones, is a lard tin, 
some wheat bran meal and potatoes, 
which constitute the grubs’ diet, pa- 
tience and enthusiasm. Of course, if 
you start selling your grubs and have 
to grow more and more in order to 
meet the demand of an ever-growing 
list of customers, you will naturally 
have to add more and more lard tins 
in order to provide adequate living 
quarters for your little money- 
makers. At least, that’s the way it 
started with Bagwell. Although he 
started with only one tin of grubs, 
which he originally purchased from 
a hatchery in California, soon due to 
people wanting to buy them, he was 
forced to add six tins more, then 
twelve, and so on until finally selling 
became so active that he sort of lost 
count of the number of tins he had 
added. About then was when he 
realized that he was definitely in the 
grub business. 


WHEN IT got to the place that he 
could hardly make a path between 
the tins, Bagwell decided that some- 
thing had to be done about the situa- 
tion. That was the day he came up 
with the idea of making aluminum 
trays to hold his grubs. Although he 
knew that it would take time and that 
plenty of work would be involved 
in making the kind and number of 
trays he had in mind, Bagwell was 
not one to procrastinate, and so he 
was soon busily engaged in making 
grub trays. 

A finished tray resembles a big 
deep drawer and although it is most- 
ly made of aluminum, its bottom is 
made of tempered hardwood which 
is framed with a two-by-two framing. 
Screen pulls are used for handles. 

The trays are not too hard to 
make, Bagwell says, and in case you 
are interested, the approximate cost 
of material runs to about $4 per tray.

CIOTO IMHOFF DANNER of El 

Dorado, Kansas, grew up with a 
needle in one hand and a quilt block in 
the other. In 1928, when her family 
bank account was getting low, she de- 
cided to put her quilting skill to work 
for her. Making arrangements with a 
leading department store in Wichita, 
Kansas, to display and sell her quilts, 
Mrs. Danner sat back confident that her 
needlework would bring sizeable profits 
to her door immediately. But such was 
not the case. Few women who saw her 
quilts could afford to pay $40 or $50 
for one. And yet, it was because those

women could not afford to buy Mrs. 
Danner’s quilts that she has made and is 
still making money from her quilting 
hobby. 

During the time her quilts were on 
display many women asked if the pat- 
terns from which they were made could 
be bought. It was not long before she 
realized it would be worth her time and 
effort to make patterns instead of quilts 
available for sale. But how did a house- 
wife go about marketing quilt patterns? 
Mrs. Danner had no idea but, after con- 
sulting with the manager of a depart- 
ment store in her home town, decided

it would be a relatively simple pro- 
cedure. 


The store manager promised to 
mimeograph, package, and display the 
patterns for sale if she would sketch 
them on typing paper. Since the cost 
would be very small she decided to go 
ahead with the project. As soon as the 
patterns were completed they were put 
on display with quilts in the El Dorado 
and Wichita stores. Their sale was good. 

Before long Mrs. Danner was dis- 
playing her quilts in person and selling 
the patterns in twenty-nine states and 
Canada. Among the cities in which she 
had her displays were New York City, 
Pittsburgh, Philadelphia, Chattanooga, 
Washington, D. C., Tulsa, Oklahoma 
City, Dallas, Fort Worth, San Francisco, 
Toronto, and more than half a hundred 
other major Cities. 


RS. DANNER found the reaction to 

her quilts varied in the different 
sections of the country. Many woinen 
in New York City did not know what 
a quilt looked like. Some even asked 
after seeing the quilts on display if they 
were padding for tables and wanted to 
know if it could be bought by the yard. 
Women’s tastes in the quilts themselves 
were different, too. Pieced quilts usually 
were preferred in New England while 
appliqued quilts were favorites in the 
West. Also, the amount of money 
women were willing to pay for quilts 
and the patterns varied. A woman from 
New England did not object to paying 
$75 for a finished quilt but she was not 
willing to pay more than twenty-five 








cents for a pattern. In the West most 
women would not pay over $50 for a 
completed quilt but were willing to give 
from $1 to $2 for a pattern. 

To contact all the stores in which her 
quilts were placed each season, Mrs. 
Danner employed six women with 
separate displays. In this way, her quilts 
and quilt patterns could be shown in 
many stores across the nation during a 
season. Each display consisted of fifteen 
to twenty quilts. Altogether, Mrs. Dan- 
ner had seventy-five different designs. 

Mrs. Danner entered several quilts in 
fairs ard expositions and always took 
home. blue ribbons. She was given two 
first and one second prize at the Kansas 
State Fair at Topeka in 1930. In 1931 
she won first and second prizes at the 
Tulsa Better Homes Exposition. 1932 
brought blue ribbons for quilts entered 
at the Kentucky State Fair and the Cali- 
fornia State Fair. In 1933, 1934, and 
1935 she won top honors in the Cana- 
dian National Exposition at Toronto. 

Two of her quilts, the Ladies Dream 
and the Rose Bud, went to Europe in 
1937. The United States Department of 
Agriculture had written Mrs. Danner 
asking that she furnish two quilts to be 
displayed at the Women’s Congress of 
the World held in London. Mrs. Dan- 
ner's quilts were selected to show the 
fine handiwork done by women of the 
United States. 


Quilting is easy for Mrs. Danner be- 
cause it has always been a part of her 
life. It comes as naturally to her as cook- 
ing or any other household skill. At Bos- 
worth, Missouri, her childhood home, 
young Scioto liked to help her mother 
and grandmother sew together the bright 
colored scraps of material. Mrs. Danner 
recalls, too, that her neighbors made 
pretty quilts. One she remembers par- 
ticularly well was interesting to her be- 
cause it was very colorful. It was a tulip 
quilt, made of bright red, orange, and 
green calico. She was especially im- 
pressed with it because it was an appli- 
qued quilt, one very different from the 
geometrical Missouri patterns she helped 
her mother and grandmother make. 
When she later exhibited her quilts in 
stores across the nation a duplicate of 
this early tulip pattern was a part of the 
display. 


a TWO years ago Mrs. Danner 
decided to experiment with an idea 
new to her. Why not sell quilt patterns 
through the mail? With this in mind, 
she began making arrangements for the 
printing of a quilt book to be offered

for sale. In it she planned to show quilt 
patterns and quilting pattern designs 
that could be ordered. To add interest 
and make the book more saleable, she 
decided to include short histories of the 
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FISH IN THE DISH is the name given to this quilt. Sometimes it is called Sawtooth 


patterns. For example, one paragraph 
would tell of Prince's Feather, a quilt 
made in 1829, which was carried in a 
bride’s trunk from Kentucky to Cali-

Enlarge and transfer outlines as 
per drawing to plywood for tray 
part. Cardboard would do nicely 
for a template. 

Cut to outline and file to shape. 
Lay out four screw holes, one 
for each handle and rai] base 
piece. Drill with \%” bit. 
Enlarge and transfer outlines for 
handle and side rail base pieces. 
Cut these pieces to length but 
do not cut eutline. 

Lay out above pieces for drilling 
as per drawing and drill with 
4” bit in handles and 38” bit in 
side rail pieces. 

Cut outlines of above, file and 
sand smooth. The angle on the 
base of the handles improves the 
appearance of the tray, but isn’t 
critical. 

To drill the holes for the legs, 
set sliding T-bevel to angle as 
per drawing, lay out center lines, 
mark angle of legs on face of 
wood to serve as drilling guide. 
After drilling -holes in leg base 
pieces, cut out on outlines, file 
and sand smooth. 

Mark the portions of the dowel 
rod to be left the normal di- 
ameter, and using the disc sander 
or file, work them down to 
tapered outlines as per drawing. 
Sand all dowel rods smooth. 
Note: Be careful, do not sand on 
normal diameter area.

materials may be used. In fact, the design is secondary 
to the idea and is subject to change or improvement 
by the individual.

Check fit of dowels in respective 
holes and sand to reduce normal 
diameter if needed. Check fit 
frequently. If they are a bit free 
in fit they are fine. 

Mark middle of length on handles 
and rails and then mark a stop 
mark so you will know when rod 
is centered when gluing. 

Spot some white glue in holes 
of base pieces, insert rods to stop 
marks and check quickly to see 
if there is an even portion pro- 
truding on each side. This does 
not apply to legs. 

Fasten completed handles and 
side rails to tray, using screws 
and white glue. 

Spot some white glue in leg base 
holes and insert legs approxi- 
mately to equal depths. 

When glue has set, file or disc 
sand bottoms of legs to set level 
and of equal height to top of leg 
base. 

Glue leg assembly to bottom of 
tray within a pre-marked area 
to be sure of placement. 

Sand with 320 to clean off 
smudges, pencil marks and glue. 
Apply clear finish of type de- 
sired: Shellac, varnish or resin 
base such as gym finish. 


Note: If desired, decals may be 
applied for decorative effect as cen- 
ter or border.

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Please tell me how I can easily 
clean pewter? Mrs. Marvin Blaine, 
Grandview, Missouri. 


The adage, ‘‘all that glitters is not 
gold’’ holds true for pewter because 
all that is a light silver-gray is not 
pewter. Pewter is composed of an 
alloy, largely tin. Some pewter of 
poor quality contains a large percent- 
age of lead and will not retain or take 
a polish like the good quality metal. 
However, the polishing and care of 
pewter or pewter-like alloys requires 
very little more than a lot of ‘‘elbow 
grease.’’ Good quality pewter properly 
polished produces a beautiful silver- 
like surface that is a lustrous thing to 
behold. There seems to be no all- 
inclusive formula since the various 
grades of pewter react differently to 
the various materials used. Providing 
the metal surface has not been dam- 
aged or pitted due to corrosion, pew- 
ter articles can be polished with a 
kitchen scouring powder mixed with 
kerosene and rubbed vigorously with 
a piece of old felt hat. If the pewter 
does not respond to this method then 
you will have to use an abrasive mate- 


rial with greater cutting power such 
as carborundum flour and kerosene 
applied with a piece of felt. After a 
satisfactory cleaning job has been 
accomplished, rinse in running water. 
While the metal is wet, rub it with 
4/0 steel wool which has been rubbed 
on a cake of laundry soap to polish. 
Rinse in hot running water and dry. 
A good grade of pewter will retain 
its luster for a long time. Pewter 
should never be stored or exposed to 
excessive moisture because this 
causes corrosion. This type of damage 
produces a series of pits in the sur- 
face, many of them going too deep 
to be removed. 


I have some tarnished silver 
lace. Could you advise the best 
way to remove the tarnish? Mrs. 
Madolyn Mulholland, Stanford, Con-

We are not sure that this is the best 
method but the tarnish can be re- 
moved by brushing with a stiff bristle 
toothbrush, using tooth powder 
moistened with water as an abrasive. 


Could you send me the names 
of some companies who market 
a wood carving machine or dupli- 
cator? I am trying to locate a ma- 
chine that could be used to dupli- 
cate a duck decoy head from soft 
pine wood.

the screen brought down flat on top 
of it. Adhering liquid then is applied 
with a soft cloth. 

The function of the adhering liquid 
is to soften the lacquer or shellac 
film of the stencil. The result is that 
the softened portions of the stencil 
ooze up through the mesh of the 
screen. By rubbing lightly over the 
stencil with a soft cloth, you flatten 
out the tiny blobs of softened shellac 
which protrude above the screen and 
thus lock the stencil material over 
the individual strands of silk. When 
the adhering liquid dries, the stencil 
is an inherent part of the silk screen. 


Adhering liquid costs about seventy- 
five cents a pint. Too liberal use of 
adhering liquid will dissolve the sten- 
cil entirely, so it is good practice to 
have a dry cloth handy to blot up 
any excess which may splash on the 
screen. 


After allowing the treated film to 
dry for fifteen minutes, the backing 
paper, which is on the underside of 
the screen, can be peeled off. If 
pinholes or breaks in the film are 
visible, these can be patched with 
a mixture consisting of a small 
amount of adhering liquid into which 
have been dissolved a few scraps of 
the film material with the backing 
removed. Allow about fifteen min- 
utes for patched areas to dry. Mask- 
ing tape is used to seal portions of 
the screen not covered by the stencil. 


THE PREPARATION of photographic 
stencils eliminates the need for hand 
cutting,. but additional equipment is 
needed to do the necessary process- 
ing. Various companies supply pho- 
tographic silk screen films, including 
Naz-Dar, the Graphic Arts Division 
of Eastman Kodak Company, Ro- 
chester 4, New York; the Photo Prod- 
ucts Department of the E. I. Du Pont 
Company, Wilmington 98, Delaware, 
and the California Ink Company. All 
of these companies supply catalogues 
on screen process films on request. 


Longfellow uses a film produced by 
M. D. McIntosh & Co., 50M Center 
and Chadon Roads, Willoughby, Ohio. 
The company’s product, called Photo- 
Gel, requires a minimum of process- 
ing. 


To produce a stencil using the Mc- 
Intosh process, Longfellow first 
makes an ink drawing of the design 
he wants on clear acetate sheeting, 
which is available at all art stores. 
The ink drawing or copy is laid over 
the McIntosh film and placed under 
a sheet of glass to assure uniform 
contact between the plate and the 
acetate. 


The film is sensitive only to sun- 
light and infrared light. Longfellow 
exposes his film in his basement 
using a No. 2 photoflood bulb cost-

ing sixty cents. With the bulb ap- 
proximately five feet away from the 
film, an exposure of approximately 
fifteen minutes is made. The only 
danger in this portion of the process 
is that the bulb will be too close to 
the film, producing a ‘‘wash-out’’ or 
overexposure. Exposures in direct 
sunlight take about four minutes. A 
certain amount of experimenting will 
be necessary to determine the best 
exposure for line drawings, block 
lettering or pictorial material. 

To develop the film, it is immersed 
in McIntosh developing fluid, which 
consists of two powders dissolved in 
water. The powders sell for thirty- 
five cents an ounce. An ounce of each 
is mixed together in a pint of water 
to make a pint of developer. Ex- 
posed McIntosh film is developed by 
agitating it continuously in the devel- 
oper for two minutes. 

After developing, no design is visi- 
ble. The film must be placed emul- 
sion side up on a sheet of glass, and 
washed under a spray of water heated 
to about 140 degrees, which is the 
temperature of water as it comes 
from the average household hot 
water tap. Areas protected by the 
ink design on the acetate wash away, 
while the exposed areas, ‘‘hardened’’ 
by the light, remain. Photo-Gel film 
has a backing and it is applied to the 
screen wet by laying the screen down 
over it as it rests on a glass or smooth 


metal surface. Since the emulsion is 
water-soluble, no adhering liquid is 
needed. 

With the film in place on the screen 
and the area around the film cov- 
ered with masking tape, the actual 
job of printing can begin. First, of 
course, the printing base is built up 
to the proper height to accommodate 
the material being printed. 


LONGFELLOW BELIEVES that the reason 
the hobbyist is able to do good silk 
screening with minimum practice is 
because the inks available are of 
such high quality. Silk screen ink is 
manufactured to special formulas for 
a variety of jobs and the various inks 
are tailored so precisely to specific 
jobs, that guesswork and trial-and- 
error methods are eliminated. 

The Naz-Dar catalogue has one type 
of enamel in a full range of colors 
that is compounded especially for 
outdoor signs and displays. It with- 
stands exposure for long periods with- 
cut dulling or weathering. Another 
type of ink is for printing on all types 
of fabrics. It can be washed or dry- 
cleaned repeatedly without damage 
or fading. Still another ink is made 
especially for printing on Vinyl plas- 
tics, making it possible for the hob- 
byist to print shower curtains, table- 
cloths and other Vinyl] plastic articles. 

One unusual compound, called 
“flocking base,’’ is screened onto the 


surface like an ink. Instead of dry- 
ing, it becomes tacky for a time so 
that glass beads, tinsel, glitter, cello- 
phane spangies and other reflective 
materials adhere, making it possible 
for the silk screen printer to apply 
glitter as well as color to his work. 

The various enamels, inks, lac- 
quers and base liquids sell for be- 
tween $2 and $7 per quart. The most 
expensive inks are the Day-Glo fluo- 
rescent colors, which are four to five 
times brighter than ordinary colors. 
The eye-stopping brilliance which is 
made possible by these inks makes 
them especially effective for outdoor 
advertising. Day-Glh colors are avail- 
able from both Naz-Dar and Cali- 
fornia Ink Co. 

If more than a dozen impressions 
are to be made of any material, the 
hobbyist must make provision for 
drying his work. Most silk screen 
inks take from thirty minutes to 
twelve hours to dry, depending on 
the type of ink and the amount of 
thinner used. Longfellow has made 
his own drying racks for textile work 
from coarse screen tacked on lathe 
frames. The frames can be stacked 
without the printed material coming 
in contact with the frame on top. 
Since the racks are made of screen, 
forced warm air from a small elec- 
tric heater can be blown through the 
stacks to hasten drying.

easy, even for the novice. The trick 
is to apply the ink with a single pass 
of the squeegee, using uniform pres- 
sure while keeping the blade at the 
proper angle to the silk during the 
entire pass. A few trial runs will 
enable the beginner to determine the 
right pressure and blade angle for 
a particular job. 


WHEN THE beginning silk screen 
printer feels he has acquired the skill 
necessary to do professional jobs, 
Longfellow offers these tips for suc- 
cessful selling: 

1. Always take samples of your 
work with you, and the more variety 
the better. A sample often will sug- 
gest similar applications to the pros- 
pective customer. Also, samples are 
the only proof you have that you are 
able to do professional quality work. 


2. If you are going out after big 
orders, make up a brochure contain- 
ing photographs of your shop and 
equipment to give the potential cus- 
tomer assurance that you are 
equipped to deliver the goods on 
schedule. Longfellow believes that 
the reason most businessmen hesi- 
tate to place orders with hobbyists 
is because many spare time pro- 
ducers fail to meet their delivery 
commitments.

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could find, she painted the entire 
lower part of the wall—up to a height 
of 3% feet. Green hearts on a back- 
ground of vertical brown stripes 
separated rectangles filled with 
apples and grapes. 


Since then, dadoes have become a 
standard part of her repertoire. She 
does both walls of an average size 
stair well for $70. 


Dadoes represent the greatest 
amount of work and her other prices 
are scaled down accordingly. Large, 
five-drawer chests, decorated solid 
all over, run $45. Coffee tables are 
$25. Toy chests, which she paints in- 
side and out, backside and front, are 
$20; chairs, $7.50 apiece; serving 
trays, $5; and small, individual trays, 
$2. If a customer wants to paint the 
flat coat himself, she deducts a third 
from the total price. 


OCCASIONALLY, Mrs. Hutton does spe- 
cialized work for decorators. Through 
one of these, she was asked to deco- 
rate ten large tin light shades for one 
of Denver’s leading hotels. They are 
already painted a flat color, black, 
and her job was to put a gold cross 
on each of them, “‘cross-hatching 
lines, with a wiggle in them.’’ Not too 
interesting, she said, but nice work 
for $10 a shade. 

Window shades are another source 
of income. The decorators send out 
the shades along with samples of up- 
holstery fabrics and of wallpaper.

Mrs. Hutton paints a design on the 
shade to harmonize. For this she 
charges from $5 to $10, depending on 
the amount of painting required. If 
there are two or three shades with 
the same design, she reduces the rate 
to $20 for three, since she’s in the 
swing of the thing by the time she 
reaches the third and can do it faster. 

Working on paper is simply a mat- 
ter of painting on the decoration in 
water colors, since oil bleeds out onto 
paper. But when expensive window 
shades are involved, the job is nerve- 
racking. 


For the most part, Mrs. Hutton pre- 
fers to work in her own home, where 
she can throw the laundry in the 
washing machine and get it done 
while she paints. But if the order is 
a big one that would take up too much 
room in her house, she will go to the 
customer’s home. 


At the moment, she has three twin 
bedsteads, a night table, a big knee- 
hole desk, three little tables, seven 
window shades and an Italian tray all 
awaiting her attention. So far, there’s 
no end in sight, and Mrs. Hutton is 
glad of it.

fornia during the gold rush of 1853. 
Mrs. Danner thought, too, that sev- 
eral pages should be devoted to infor- 
mation on quilting techniques, tips 
on materials, threads, and needles, 
and other valuable facts she had 
learned from many years of practical 
experience with the hobby. 


When she had finished a rough 
draft of this information, Mrs. Danner 
took thirty-two of her favorite quilts 
to a local photographer and had each 
one photographed. Then, after con- 
ferring with a home town printer, she 
decided to have the book printed on 
slick paper to do justice to the quilt 
photographs, four of which were to 
be shown in color. 


The completed book measures six 
by nine inches, contains twenty-six 
pages, and sells for fifty cents. Quilt 
patterns and quilting pattern designs 
shown and described in it are to be 
ordered separately and range in price 
from fifteen to seventy-five cents. To 
make it easy for customers to send 
for patterns and pattern designs, Mrs.

Worka- 
ble harness, an old shoe brake and 
copper tires on the wheels add 
realism to the reproduction. An- 
other piece is a grain-bed wagon, 
such as was used by old-time 
wheat farmers, pulled by a six- 
mule team. Still another is the 
model of an old western chuck 
wagon, complete with traditional 
cupboard on the back and let-down 
table for the camp cook. Pictures 
and memories of his earlier ranch 
life provide the inspiration for his 
carvings; scrap pine blocks fur- 
nish the material.

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into letting her look into their cedar 
chests and linen closets to see if she 
can find new patterns. One friend in 
Plattsburg, Missouri; gave her the pat- 
tern for the Ladies Dream, an old, old 
pattern handed down through six gen- 
erations of Pennsylvania Dutch an- 
cestors. 

Also, when she was traveling with 
her quilts and selling the patterns in 
person, Mrs. Danner discovered many 
designs new to her. Wherever she went 
—New York, California, Illinois, ‘Texas 
—she was constantly on the lookout for 
new ideas for quilts. Golden Splendor, 
one of her favorite patterns, is made 
from a block design she bought from a 
woman living in the Kentucky Moun- 
tains. 

This lady of quilting has used her 
imagination, too, for new patterns. 
Wedgwood, appliques of white grapes 
and leaves against a blue background, 
is a pattern she designed. Another is 
Field of Daisies, which features white 
daisies on a medium blue background. 

Mrs. Danner’s quilt book is copy- 
righted to protect the material in it. At 
one time she thought of having her pat- 
terns copyrighted, also. However, since 
a change in an original pattern might 
make a copyright invalid, she decided to 
put her trust in the honesty of other 
women rather than pay the copyright 
fee for each of her patterns. And, of 
course, she cannot copyright the very 

ld designs for which she has patterns 
since they are not original with her but 
were taken from quilts designed and 
made by women who lived several gen- 
erations ago. When she discovers a de- 
sign she wants to copy and sell she 
makes a careful check with the owner 
to be sure that the quilt is over fifty-six 
years old, the maximum life of a copy- 
right. In this way she is certain of run- 
ning no risk of infringement on a de- 
sign that might have been copyrighted. 


Since she has gone into her mail-order 
pattern business Mrs. Danner has had 
little time for piecing quilts. However, 
she tries to set aside a bit of time each 
day for experimenting with new pat- 
terns and fashioning them into com- 
pleted quilts. She likes to have these 
lovely spreads for her own home but, 
even more, she likes to help other 
women create heirlooms for their fami- 
lies. She calls a quilt the prettiest and 
yet the most practical and permanent 
needlework a woman can make for her 
home. Anyone who has seen her quilts 
or worked with her patterns will agree.

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The Facts About Chinchillas 


(Continued from Page 15) 


of the cage—and also love to chew on 
the wood. Contrary to what you might 
expect, this is not a harmful habit 
but a beneficial one. The scientist in 
Schnell made note of this fact and 
discovered that by feeding the ani- 
mals pure white paper — he prefers 
Scott tissues or towels—cases of diar- 
rhea could be cured quickly and 
cheaply. 


To supplement the usual diet of 
hay and pellets, Schnell has developed 
his own private cereal mix. Experi- 
mentation has also shown that vita- 
min-fed animals are healthier and 
longer lived, and the Schnells make 
it a point to add more than the usual 
amount of vitamins to their chin- 
chillas’ cereal mix. As a result, 
*‘Grandma’’ and ‘‘Grandpa,’’ one of 
the original pairs, are still going 
strong at eight years of age, produc- 
ing healthy, good quality offspring. 
Two very good commercial prepara- 
tions recommended are Pervinol and 
Vianate. Expectant and lactating 
mothers, as well as their babies, are 
given a special diet including food 
high in calcium, such as powdered 
milk. If a young animal does not 
prosper after it is removed from its 
mother, Schnell continues the sup- 
plementary diet as long as is neces- 
sary. 


THERE ARE a great many little tricks 
involved in breeding chinchillas and 
producing good coats. For instance, 
Schnell keeps the temperature in his 
basement a little on the cool side, 
about 50 degrees F. all year round 
and sometimes even colder in the 
winter. However, the young must be 
protected against cold, which can 
present obvious problems. Many 
breeders solve them by removing the 
expectant mother to a breeding cage, 
where the temperature is warmer, or 
by attaching a nest box which the 
mother can enter from her own cage 
outside of the wire mesh. 


These arrangements tend to be in- 
convenient and cumbersome, and 
Schnell has hit upon several better 
ideas. He has found that a small tri- 
angular shelter slipped into the cage 
is just as effective as the larger nest 
box. It is of sufficient size so that 
the mother and her young are com- 
fortable, but small enough so that 
her body heat will keep the tempera- 
ture at a desirable level. An even 
simpler device is a large plywood 
board with several nails driven into 
one side. Placed on the floor of the 
cage and prevented from slipping 
about by the nails, which project 
downward through the wire, this 
board is quite acceptable to expectant 
chinchillas. To provide the necessary 
warmth, Schnell rigs up a seven-watt 
electric light bulb directly beneath 
the platform.

resale or improvement of their own 
herd. 


The present market price for a blue 
ribbon pair is between $1,200 and 
$1,500, and a single prize male can 
bring as high as $1,000. The price is 
determined by the quality of the fur 
—the primary concern being density 
and the blue-grey color. A brown tint 
is undesirable and will not meet the 
standards of the FCCA. 


As with every other business, ad- 
vertising is important. Schnell has 
obtained customers through adver- 
tisements placed in local papers, the 
telephone directory, and organization 
bulletins. Other customers have been 
reached through personal contacts 
and friends. The Schnells have sold 
chinchillas both to established 
ranches and to individuals desirous 
of starting their own business, as 
Schnell himself once did. In the lat- 
ter cases, the Schnells provide more 
than just a quality breeding pair. The 
buyer will also be given personal aid 
and much good advice —free of 
charge. 


Soon the Schnells expect to begin 
selling pelts as well as breeders, and 
will make use of the services pro- 
vided by the FCCA. Membership in 
this organization, located in Salt 
Lake City, Utah, can be gained only 
through a prior membership in the 
NCBA. In fact, a rancher cannot join 
any other organization, including 
local clubs, unless he has paid his $20 
membership fee to the NCBA. An 
additional payment of $25 then en- 
titles the rancher to a life member- 
ship in the FCCA. 


If a rancher acquires the skill, he 
can pelt his own animals (for which 
detailed instructions are to be found 
in “Chinchilla Care’’), dry them un- 
stretched in the open air and send the 
raw pelts to the FCCA for handling. 
The Cooperative sorts, grades and 
packs the skins in bundles of twenty 
or thirty, according to color and 
quality, and sells them at public auc- 
tions or furriers’ private treaty sales. 
Once a rancher has joined this organi- 
zation he is required to sell his pelts 
through the FCCA. At the last public 
auction the average pelt sold for $38, 
but top quality choice skins brought 
as much as $125. After deducting a 
five per cent service charge the FCCA 
remits the proceeds to the rancher. 


Many ranchers, however, and 
Schnell is one of these, prefer to have 
their animals pelted by someone who 
is more skillful or whom they con- 
sider better qualified to judge when 
the animal is in prime. A prime pelt 
—one that is at its densest and has 
its best, smooth-looking finish — will 
naturally bring the best price. A fel- 
low rancher, perhaps a member of 
the same club, will pelt the animals 
at $2.50 a skin. 


Animals intended for pelting can

colder temperatures (about 34 de- 
grees) to prime their fur. This process 
takes between two and three months, 
and the prime animal is then pelted 
for the owner. The charge for this 
service is between $7 and $10 a month 
per animal, and includes the pelting 
fee. 


Although more and more ranchers 
are beginning to sell pelts as well as 
breeding stock, the trend is still to- 
ward the improvement of existing 
herds. Thus the pelts remain in short 
supply and account for the extremely 
high prices obtainable for each chin- 
chilla garment. For example, a full- 
length coat, which requires 150 skins, 
sells for $30,000. 


Schnell and his thousands of fellow 
ranchers are benefiting from this ter- 
rific price. Although the initial out- 
lay is relatively high, chinchillas 
breed so rapidly that within a few 
years they will return to the rancher 
the price of his investment. However, 
chinchilla breeding must not be 
looked upon as a “‘get-rich-quick’”’ de- 
vice. It is a business, and like any 
other requires time, work, patience, 
and knowledge if it is to be success- 
ful. As is true of any other such ven- 
ture, there are risks involved, but a 
comparison of these risks to the re- 
wards, both monetary and otherwise, 
indicates that chinchilla breeding is 
one of today’s most satisfactory do- 
it-yourself ideas. 


Bait That Lures Dollars

Since he worked on them only in his 
spare time, it took Bagwell quite a 
while, several months in fact, to re- 
place the number of lard tins he had 
on hand. After that, of course, he 
added trays as he needed them. To- 
day he stocks and utilizes approx- 
imately 200 trays. 


Bagwell’s home faces a main high- 
way, and also facing the highway on 
his property and only about fifty 
feet from his home there was an 
abandoned brick store building that 
he converted at a minimum of cost 
into an ideal home for his grubs. 
Wood racks were built and placed in 
the house to hold the trays in which 
hundreds of grubs nestled cozily. 


TODAY BAGWELL’S grub house has a 
capacity of 24 million worms and 
he can produce 250,000 or more for 
sale each week. A strict eighty- 
degree temperature should be main- 
tained where this species is being 
raised. Bagwell explains the cycle 
of the grubs thusly—they start with 
egg to worm and then to beetle, the 
final stage. Just the worms are the 
bait. You retain the beetles for egg 
layers.

by twenty inches and seven inches in 
height. Not more than five inches of 
the tray should be filled with meal, 
with no more than six slices of po- 
tatoes in each tray. More potatoes 
than that would tend to mould. How- 
ever, grubs must have some potatoes 
because they require the vitamin B 
which potatoes provide. Each tray 
will hold approximately 12,000 grubs. 


The grubs drink from a baby chick- 
en fount with a sponge in the trough 
to keep them from getting too much 
water at a time and also to keep 
them from drowning. 


The grubs consume several hun- 
dred dollars’ worth of meal per year. 
Since the grub population is not the 
same at all times, Bagwell says it 
would be hard to estimate the 
amount of food the grubs consume 
per month. 


Golden grub production can be 
more or less controlled, according to 
Bagwell, since grubs can be kept 
under refrigeration indefinitely and 
sold as needed. 





This Hobby World 


EVER SINCE Louis Lagler of 1736 
Loma Vista Drive, Long Beach, 
California, discovered several 
years ago that shank bones buried 
by his police dogs had acquired 
varying colors, he has experi- 
mented in aging them so success- 
fully that the cameos, daggers and 
vases he carves from them have 
the rich cream color of old ivory. 
Fresh bones are boiled to elimi- 
nate oil and then sun-bleached to 
produce whiteness. Others are 
buried at different earth levels 
for from two to six months to as- 
sure shades which will vary from 
cream to brown. Small amounts 
of meat are left on some bones to 
produce a mottled effect. Lagler’s 
largest effort to date, a twenty- 
seven-inch candelabra, contains 
the weathered bones of more than 
twenty cattle found after miles of 
walking on the desert.
